The jargon of rocketry and missiles is 
largely mystifying to the general populace, 
and so specialized has the field become 
that even the subspecialist may occa- 
sionally ‘ind himself at a loss. To bring 
together “as many as possible of the facts 
and theories concerning the new technol- 
ogy of rocket propulsion” has been the 
editors’ aim during the five years’ study 
and research required for the production 
of this work. Selection of those terms con- 
sidered essential to understanding has 
been made from writings of the past dec- 
ade, and provision of adequate illustrative 
material is intended to clarify the expla- 
nations further. The text is designed in 
part for practicing technologists, with de- 
tailed amplification which is appropriate 
to the abilities of high school graduates. 
Emphasis is placed upon propulsion, with 
no coverage of guidance, tracking, or pur- 
pose of the rockets. 

The editors are associated with United 
States firms prominent in technological 
developments; the associate editor, of 
British origin, is also the author of a num- 
ber of popular and technical works in the 
areas of satellites, guided weapons, and

rocketry. Acknowledgment of assistance 
is made to 72 industrial organizations and 
government agencies. In the Appendix ap- 
pears a Bibliography of 105 references 
published from 1925 to 1958, which were 
“consulted in making this encyclopedia a 
work of authority.” These include five 
by the associate editor and range from 
popular speculation to highly technical 
research reports. Photo credits by figure 
number are also included in the Appen- 
dix under “organization”; it would be dif- 
ficult to ascertain source for any particu- 
lar illustration. Authorship of articles is 
not indicated. 

Arrangement is alphabetical, with non- 
inverted entries used in cases of multiple 
words or phrases. Thus, modifying adjec- 
tives are used as entry words, and some 
scattering of related material occurs. Usu- 
ally, internal cross references counteract 
this scattering. However, reference is often 
lacking from modified terms to the entry 
word or to related sections; for example, 
Acceptance Test makes no mention of the 
24 pages of entries beginning with Test, 
or vice versa. Each article contains two 
parts: a concisely worded technical defini- 
tion followed by an explanation still uti- 
lizing specialized terminology but provid- 
ing detailed description of materials, 
equipment, functioning, and even mathe- 
matical analysis. Within the articles, italics 
mark words and phrases having separate 
entries elsewhere. The 458 drawings, pho- 
tographs, and graphs are well chosen for 
clarity and pertinence. These are keyed 
to the text by “callouts” (word labels 
within the illustration), the corresponding 
word in the text being in boldface type. 
With figure numbers cited, reference from 
article to picture is facilitated, but it is 
sometimes difficult to relate picture to ar- 
ticle without searching through many of 
the latter. 


In terms of completeness, the encyclo- 
pedia appears to achieve its aims within 
certain limits to be noted. 
intensive and rapidly changing field, it is 
undoubtedly already lacking in many re- 
spects.

tionary of Guided Missiles and Space 
Flight, Merrill Grayson, ed. (Princeton: 
Van Nostrand, 1959). However, the latter 
ranges considerably farther into physics, 
astronomy, celestial navigation, and other 
fields and provides only major-topic, gen- 
eral coverage on rockets and propulsion. 
While Rocket Encyclopedia Illustrated is 
largely a working technologist’s reference 
book, it will also be helpful in answering 
the serious student’s questions. The non- 
technical, popular inquiry will be thwarted 
by the language, and some basic and 
popularly used terms are not to be found. 
For example, “count down” does not ap- 
pear, but under Sequence Starting an or- 
derly explanation is provided. Ram jets 
and pulse jet engines have no entries, 
although related discussion of the former 
appears under Ram-rocket Engine and 
Rocket-ramjet Engine. Well-known nick- 
names such as Matador, Atlas, Thor, Nike, 
Ajax are not found, although illustrations 
appear (with names in captions) in expla- 
nation of types and phenomena. On the 
other hand, the compilation is rich in the 
vernacular; Choking, Chuffing, Chugging, 
Cigarette-burning Grain, and Cleanup are 
a sequence typical of many terms to be 
found. 

Although biographical entries were 
originally planned and information gath- 
ered, the editors concluded that rapid 
changes in the field made for undue obso- 
lescence and omissions. Thus, only a few 
persons of historical note are included, 
such as Goddard, Oberth, and Von Kar- 
man (who provided the book’s Foreword). 
Von Braun, Ley, and others well known 
in the field are not present. Coverage of 
rocket centers is uneven. Peenemiinde 
and Kummersdorf are here, but not Red- 
stone, Cape Canaveral, or White Sands. 
Thirteen events are recorded under Fa- 
mous Rocket Firsts, without reference to 
or from related articles; for example, the 
description of the first rocket-sled experi- 
ments is not tied in with Rocket Sled. 
History and description of activities are 
provided for a number of national and 
local rocket societies and organizations.

A final section lists nine 
pages of symbols used in rocket (and 
other scientific) parlance; dimensions and 
equivalent formulas are provided where 
appropriate to a term. 

In format, the dark brown fabrikoid 
smyth-sewed binding provides good wear- 
ing and opening qualities. The text is 
printed by offset from typescript, in justi- 
fied two-column pages. The use of the 
same boldface type for article heads and 
illustration-term tie-ins causes some con- 
fusion. The ofiset work is satisfactory, 
although a few light pages were noticed. 

Rocket Encyclopedia Illustrated offers 
carefully composed, well-illustrated defi- 
nitions and explanations in a highly spe- 
cialized field which is becoming of increas- 
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ingly wide interest. While its textual ap- 
pearance is not as pleasing as a typeset 
work, its content should be of value to 
specialists and serious students of this sci- 
ence. The small public or school library 
may find it less suitable than some of the 
more popular books on rockets. It is suit- 
able and recommended for the university, 
college, medium and large public, or spe- 
cial library that has a collection and cli- 
entele who delve more deeply into techni- 
cal areas.

China under communism. Encyclopaedia 
Britannica Films. 1959. 22min. $120; color, 
$240. 

Filmed and edited by John Strohm, this por- 
trays what the first American correspondent in 
Red China saw; a map of China shows the 
route Strohm followed in his comparison of the 
country 20 years ago with present-day China. 
There are shots of famous temples, traditional 
methods of farming, and famine and hardships 
endured by the large population. Scenes of to- 
day are quite different and cover collective 
farms where, under Party orders, modern tools 
are used and scientific methods learned and in- 
dustry that has been developed with produc- 
tion quotas to increase output. Other aspects 
of China today: early indoctrination of chil- 
dren in nurseries, enlarged schools and uni- 
versities, and a well-trained army that helps 
build dams and roads. Other evidences are also 
shown of increased emphasis on health, hous- 
ing, and education and of a China organized by 
“force and persuasion” to build a modern in- 
dustrial nation. This is a good informative 
firsthand picture of the changes in China and 
commentary on their future significance.

A brief presentation of U.S. immigration law 


and policy which emphasizes the need for a 
serious re-evaluation to prevent further harm- 
ful effects to U.S. foreign policy and foreign 
relations. Points out first that over 41,000,000 
immigrants have come to the USS. since colo- 
nial times because of religious and secular per- 
secution and to escape hunger, tyranny, and 
war. Then shows how restrictions, brought on 
by fear and self-interest, have resulted in a 
seriously negative attitude in the U.S. toward 
the rest of the world. A summary suggests 
briefly ways in which a better-informed public 
opinion can be focused on the problem. This is 
a technically excellent film with well-paced 
dialog, clever animation, and lively back- 
ground music. It is highly recommended for 
discussion programs. 


Land of liberty. Part 5, 1939-1958. Teach- 
ing Film Custodians. 1959. 22min. License 
required. $60 for 3-year license; $70 for 
5-year license. 


The first four parts in this series cover U'S. 
history from early colonial times through 1938. 
This fifth part shows, by means of newsreel 
shots, incidents and developments that affected 
the U.S. from 1939 through 1958 such as fascism 
in Italy, Nazism in Germany, the threat of 
Russia, and the duplicity of Japan. The dis- 
turbing feeling of insecurity in the U‘S., F. D. 
Roosevelt’s four terms as President, the war 
effort, rise of American labor, Hiroshima and 
the effects of the atom bomb, formation of the 
United Nations, development of commercial 
aviation, the signing of the Taft-Hartley Act, 
Eisenhower’s election to the Presidency, the 
addition of two states, and much more are in- 
cluded in the 22-minute film. As a résumé of 
key events in a crucial period the coverage is 
remarkable although too brief to be entirely 
satisfactory. The closing statement, however, 
which calls attention to the citizen’s responsi- 
bility to keep informed and to uphold the con- 
stitution, points up constructive use of the film.

A mighty fine union.

The film makes a strong plea for the demo- 
cratic process in union meetings and the need 
for voting on critical issues. The point is dem- 
onstrated by the conflict of two men presenting 
different union viewpoints; stress is laid, how- 
ever, on the bond that unites the men—the 
union. Flash backs to the early 1930’s give 
background on why and how this union 
started. The film shows the work of the union’s 
international headquarters, a convention in 
action, and the problems of a local union and 
also brings out the type of tireless leadership 
unions require. A good film that would be 
better if it did not belabor its points. Recom- 
mended for adult groups, labor groups, and 
students of labor relations. 


Moonbird. Designed by John Hubley.

Semiabstract, animated drawings tell the story 
of two small boys who go out to catch a bird. 
The older, eight or nine, sets out for the woods 
with shovel and bird cage; the younger tags 
along singing gaily. They find a spot and start 
to dig. The younger wants to dig but cannot get 
the shovel into the ground; to distract him the 
older gives him the bait to hold. The hole fin- 
ished, the cage is opened and baited, and the 
boys crawl into the hole. Bored with being 
quiet, they quarrel, get hungry, eat the bait, 
and sing together. Attracted by the noise, a 
curious bird watches the boys with interest 
and finally walks into the cage. The boys 
trudge home with the bird. Both the art form 
and the child psychology take imagination and 
a sense of humor for full appreciation but the 
relationship between the boys, uncluttered by 
adults, is presented with insight and warm un- 
derstanding of little boys as well as with hu- 
mor and gaiety. The film is highly recom- 
mended for audiences of parents and teachers 
and for children’s programs. 


Problems of the Middle East. Atlantis 
Productions (J. Michael Hagopian). 1958.

Discussion of four problems of the Middle 
East: survival of minorities and the State of 
Israel whose aims stand in the way of present- 
day Arab nationalism and geographic unity; 
introduction of modern agricultural methods 
through technical assistance offered by rival 
nations of the world that is gradually changing 
relationships between peasants and feudal 
landlords; increasing industrialization which 
means westernization and may undermine 
spiritual traditions and cause conflict; educa- 
tion’s slow progress toward literacy in the face 
of the illiteracy of three fourths of the Arab 
world. This presentation as a whole displays 
the same high craftsmanship as other Hagopian 
productions. A broad canvas is treated out- 
standingly, and well-played music of various 
nations and groups—tribal, folk, and church— 
forms an interesting tonal setting. A similar 
presentation was made in Julien Bryan’s The 
Middle East (Booxutst 55:539, Je 1 59); li- 
braries may vant to choose between the two.

One 
morning Stefan gets up before his mother, 
finds a bottle, and starts on his journey, but 
everything is different. The bakery is closed, 
there is no traffic on the road, the garage is 
closed, and, to his surprise, so is the milk store. 
Stefan goes to the woods and lies down to wait. 
Suddenly he hears church bells. He jumps up 
and returns home, and, since it is Sunday, 


changes his clothes and goes to church with his 
parents. Although a simple story, it has enough 
mystery to hold children’s attention and will 
also please adults. Stefan is natural in his ac- 
tions, the narration is simple but does not talk 
down, and the photography is sensitive in por- 
traying the child’s wonder at the world around 
him.

The 
sequence is portrayed to the singing of “Ten- 
derly” by Ella Fitzgerald accompanied by the 
smooth-styled Oscar Peterson Trio. Images 
and music are beautifully wedded despite the 
fact that the voice of the singer seems too 
heavy in timbre for the more delicate colors 
and somewhat subtly abstract lines of the ani- 
mation. Recommended as an example of film 
art and as an entertaining short to fill out a 
program designed for a diversified audience. 


Wisdom series. National Broadcasting Co. 
Distributor: Encyclopaedia Britannica

Space does not permit review of all 25 titles in 
this series, which presents half-hour filmed 
conversations with outstanding persons in lit- 
erature, fine arts, political science, history, re- 
ligion, and philosophy. A guide to the series 
can be obtained from the distributor. Some of 
the personalities are more effectively por- 
trayed through this medium than others, and 
interest in the individual titles will vary in 
each community. On the whole, the series is 
recommended for adult audiences interested in 
a mature and thoughtful consideration of im- 
portant topics. The films lend themselves ad- 
mirably to correlation with library book talks 
or displays; they can be used for discussion 
and for programming in a variety of ways, in- 
cluding showing examples of the vitality and 
wisdom which can accompany old age. 


A CONVERSATION WITH BERTRAND RussELL. Lord 
Russell, philosopher, mathematician, Nobel 
Prize winner, and nonconformist, admits on 
the eve of his eightieth birthday that today he 
would take up physics, history, mass psycholo- 
gy, and the theory of politics rather than ab- 
stract philosophy. His mind is as sharp and 
clear as in his early days. His unorthodox 
views on education, democracy, and world 
government are uttered with a twinkling eye 
and disarming humor. The film closes with 
shots of a revolving bookcase display of his 
book New hopes for a changing world (Boox- 
List 48:178, F 1 52), in which he conveys as he 
does in the film his strong feelings that, in spite 
of the possibilities of dreadful times ahead, 
mankind will emerge in a happier world. The 
conversation demonstrates that the pursuit of 
ideas can be a joy and provides material for 
discussion on a variety of issues. 
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A CONVERSATION WITH Davin Ben-Gurion. The 
Prime Minister of Israel is interviewed at his 
home in Tel Aviv by Robert Graff, NBC com- 
mentator. The portrait of a dedicated man with 
a scholarly approach to current issues emerges 
as he talks with quiet intensity about the past 
and future of his country. He considers politi- 
cal activity a duty rather than a pleasure and 
feels that man’s greatest happiness comes 
through creative work. He reviews the changes 
since he first came to Palestine in 1906 and dis- 
cusses his own definition of Zionism and his 
faith in truth and justice. He also stresses the 
importance of reading. It is often difficult to 
catch his words although the pace is slow, but 
there is much food for thought in what he says. 


A CONVERSATION WITH Dr. Ernest JoNEs. Dr. 
Jones, author of The life and work of Sigmund 
Freud (Booxuist 50:76, O 15 53; 52:74, O 15 55; 
54: 134, N 157), is interviewed by Lionel Trill- 
ing. The conversation concerns the last days 
of Freud—whose greatest contribution to psy- 
choanalysis according to Dr. Jones is the im- 
portance of early childhood experiences—rela- 
tions between parent and child, parents’ sense 
of guilt, and the importance of psychoanalysis 
to modern life. Jones also discusses work with 
children in guidance clinics and its value in 
helping develop mature people. A highly in- 
teresting and stimulating conversation on the 
value of the contribution of psychoanalysis to 
modern man. Will be of interest to parents as 
well as social workers and psychologists. 


A CONVERSATION WITH FRANK LiLoyp Wricut. A 
distinguished American architect discusses his 
theories and philosophy with NBC’s Hugh 
Downs. Pictures of some of his most famous 
buildings are shown as he explains how or- 
ganic architecture differs from modern archi- 
tecture and how the sites determined the char- 
acteristics of his buildings. Approaching ninety 
when the film was made, Wright was still pun- 
gent, witty, and delightfully arrogant. This 
makes for a pleasant and provocative half hour 
filled with interesting facts and controversial 
statements. Wright’s zest for living is evident 
as is his feeling that his next building would 
always be his greatest achievement. His recent 
death and the opening of his last creation, the 
Guggenheim Museum in New York, should 
widen the interest in this film. 


A CONVERSATION WITH Paso Casats. In this 
conversation between Casals and an American 
student Casals reveals his background and 
training, his philosophy of music, and the prog- 
ress of his career as soloist and conductor. An 
old recording of “Oh, dry those tears” is played 
as Casals recalls his collaboration with violinist 
Jacques Thibaud and pianist Alfred Cortot in 
an internationally acclaimed ensemble in the 
1920’s. He explains how he left Spain when the 
Franco regime came to power, his retirement 
from music, and his resumption of his career. 
He concludes by playing a Spanish song which 
he includes in each concert, and the melody 
continues as Casals is seen leaving his house 
for a walk through the town. The film provides 
insight into the personality of Casals through 


deft close-ups of his hands filling and lighting 
a pipe and glimpses of photographs and other 
mementos of a half century in music and is a 
vivid, sensitive portrayal of the artist and the 
man. 


Women on the march. National Film 
Board of Canada. Distributor: Contempo- 
rary Films.

Using contemporary photographs, newsreels, 
and other motion pictures, this documentary 
traces the fight for women’s rights from early 
days when women were considered too fragile 
to attend regular colleges to the present day. 
The first part shows the struggle in England, 
Canada, and the U.S. to gain recognition by 
picketing, parading, going on hunger strikes, 
and, even, burning houses. The first part closes 
with World War 1, and much of the change in 
attitude and gaining of political rights is at- 
tributed here to the role of women in the war. 
The second part deals with conditions after 
World War 1, achievements of women in many 
different fields, and their work for peace, eco- 
nomic equality, and legal rights. The first part 
is an exciting story of courage and determina- 
tion; the second part lacks the excitement of 
the first and is somewhat diffused. As a whole 
the work is useful for its portrayal of historic 
and social trends and is recommended for 
young people and adults.
